twixt which is the River Savanna. The 
People of the Palatinate, thofe of New-

Shoemakers, Smiths, &c, would be par- 
ticularly acceptable there. A skilful Car- 
penter is not afhamed to demand 305. 
per Day belides his Dict ; and the com. 
mon Wages of a Workman is 205. per 
Day, provided he {peaks Englifh, with- 
out which he cannot be underftood, and 
confequently not 10 ufetul as others ; and 
when 2 Workman has but tos. per Day 
he thinks he labours for almoft nothing, 
tho’ he has his Maintenance befides. But 
this is Carolina Money. 

Moft of their Shoes are brought from 
England, and generally fell for 40 5. per 
pair. Not but they have Hides enough, 
and very cheap, an Ox’s Hide being fold 
for 205. neither are they deftiture of the 
Means to tan them ; for they make very 
g00d Lime with Ovifter-fhells, and the 
Bark of Oak-trees is fo plentiful, that it 
cofts nothing but the ‘Trouble of gather.

Notwithftanding this, the People 
will noc change their Conduét, becaufe 
they do not undeftand the manner of or- 
dering Cattle, nor even know how to 
mow the Grafs, in order to make it in- 
to Hay, of which they might have great 
Plenty for Fodder. ‘Their Ignorance in 
this refpeé& is very great, which is the 
Reafon that Butter is always dear, being 
fold laft Winter at 75. 6d. per Pound, 
and in fan. and Feb. laft it was fold at 
Charles-town for 125. per Pound: In a 
word, nothing would be more cafy than 
for Perfons who underftatnl Country Af- 
fairs to grow rich in a little time. ‘There 
is fo great a number of Cattle, that a cer- 
rain Planter had Jaft Spring 290 Calves 
marked, which he let run in the Woods 
with other Cattle ; No-body looks after 
them, or takes any other Care, but to 
bring them together in the Evening to lic 
in a Park near the Houfe.

A but as few People know how to order it, 
there is fcarce any cultivated ; befides, 
they want Dung, which is very neceflary 
for that purpofe, few Plants weakening 
Land fo much as Hemp does: However, 
this is one of the Articles which would 
produce moft Profit, becaufe the Parlia- 
ment has allow’d fo much per Ton upon 
all Hemp which comes from the Englip 
Plantations in America, in order that in 
time of War they may have no need of 
Hemp from Rufjia and Poland ; befides 
this Encouragement, which is to laft for 
30 Years longer, there is an Exemption 
from fome other Duties on Importation;

DVICES from Leghorn fay, 
That the Senate of Genoa has 
A receiv’d the Emperor’s final 
Refolution on the Affairs of Corfca, 
whereby they are given to underftand, 
that without any farther Tergiverfation 
they muft releafe the four Chiefs, and 
fend them to Mi/an, with all the Ho- 
flages 5 and conform in all Things to 
the Treaty concluded under the Gua- 
ranty of the Imperial Court. 

From Genoa, ‘That the Senate having 
deliberated upon the Contents of the 
Treaty made with the Malecontents 
of Corfica, it had been refolv’d rather 
to abandon that Ifland, than to acqui- 
efce with all the Articles of that Trea- 
ty, as being too prejudicial to the So- 
vereign Authority of the Republick ;
